“sanitary land fill” garbage dis­ 
posal system is to be placed in 
operation on land recently pur 
chased 
by Allen

Larson, lying between the Mum 
masburg Rd. and Chambersburg 
Pike near the Gettysburg Air 
port 
Nixon Urges Incinerator 
But the discussion soon indi­ 
cated that the township residents 
were opposed to any such opera­ 
tion at any place in the town­ 
ship. 
Col. Nixon proposed that the 
supervisors join with Gettysburg 
and other nearby areas to study 
tile possibility of an incinerator 
He declared that “an incinera­ 
tor would have a high first cost 
but 
would 
solve the 
problem 
permanently. A land-fill operation 
will at best solve the problem 
only temporarily. 
There was a chorus of com­ 
ments from those present con 
cerning “Why should everybody 
dump on us,** as- the township 
residents noted that at present 
Gettysburg, and a number of other 
communities “as far away as 
Dillsburg'’ use the present dump 
along the Littlestown Rd. near 
Rock Creek. The pressure for a 
land fill operation or other means 
of disposing of debris and gar­ 
bage has increased since the state 
has served notice it intends to 
force 
closing 
of 
the 
present 
dump 
Some Cumberland resi­ 
dents Saturday said Paul Plank. 
owner of the dump, has already 
been notified to close it "as of 
today.” 
Present Petitions 
Volz began the discussion by 
saying that he had turned over 
to the supervisors petitions bear­ 
ing the names of 124 persons 
opposing the establishment of a 
landfill operation in the airport 
area. He said that a great num­ 
ber of additional petitions could 
be secured, and urged the super­ 
visors to “prevent such a dump 
la our backyards.”

“This is purely a commercial 
(money-making) project run for 
the financial profit of the opera­ 
tors who could collect garbage 
and other refuse throughout the 
county and dump it where we 
live. While it would provide a 
service similar to what we have 
now, I have been informed that 
the cost to all of us will be 
initially increased, possibly five­ 
fold — from 50 cents a ton to $3. 
How much more it might be 
increased later on I do not know. 
This under the guise of providing 
for more sanitary disposal. 
Negligible Taxes 
‘Taxes paid by the operators 
to the township will be negligible. 
"The population of Gettysburg 
and the surrounding townships is 
expanding.

“The borough of Gettysburg 
has little room for new homes. 
Since 
our 
township 
surrounds 
Gettysburg on the north, west 
and south we can expect continu­ 
ance 
of 
home 
building 
and 
improvements 
in our township 
provided we do not destroy its 
habitability and desirability. 
You supervisors, who know 
this township better than I do. 
know that the effects of estab­ 
lishing this dump will not be 
confined to those citizens owning 
adjoining property. At Carlisle, 
which has a ‘ground fill’ dump 
with shale under surface as here, 
they have found it impractical to 
cover the refuse with earth with­ 
out burning it. 
Stench And Smoke 
‘The predominate winds are 
from the west and can carry 
stench, 
smoke 
(if 
burning 
is 
done', polluting the air towards 
Seminary 
Ridge 
as 
well 
as 
blanketing the immediately sur­ 
rounding areas. In case of a 
north wind all areas along the 
Chambersburg Road will suffer. 
If paper is blown from the dump 
it will litter the surrounding area. 
Certainly no one could be fool 
enough 
to 
build 
a 
home or 
improve a home in such an area.

Jet Pilot Plans Balloon 
Flight 20 Miles Into Space

young jet pilot plans a leisurely 
balloon journey to the strato­ 
sphere Tuesday. He wants to see 
lf he can help man take the vital 
step over that high threshold into 
space.

This sealed 
metal container is a replica of the 
cockpit in which man eventually 
may soar Into space in a rocket. 
McClure, 25. of Anderson, S C., 
will wedge himself into the midst 
of a myriad of instruments for a 
ride to about 100.000 feet-roughly 
30 miles—for a day-night stay. 
Near Outer Space 
He hopes, by this solitary feat. 
to further the Air Force's careful 
study of how nature treats man 
close to the edge of space. He 
hopes to learn more about what 
man needs to have with him and 
know in order to survive there— 
and eventually in space

This will be the third trip of the 
Man High series.

Pollution Of Water 
"Pollution of either water shed 
can affect all wells in the area 
as well as the source of the

Citi­ 
zens of Gettysburg as well as 
visitors might not like the idea 
of drinking ‘garbage juice' even 
though diluted. 
‘I cannot speak of what will 
result from dairy herds drinking 
from polluted streams. A definite 
statement cannot be made that 
our air, our wells and the Get­ 
tysburg water supply will be pol­ 
luted, with possible sickness or 
even death as a result, but it 
seems certain that present prop­ 
erty values in the areas affected 
will drop materially. 
Potential 
real estate values (sale of land 
for new construction) will cease to 
exisx. This is not a thing you 
can try' and, if wrong, correct 
later. Once a dump is in oper­ 
ation the damage is done. 
"Will Gain Nothing” 
"Approval of the project will 
gain nothing for the township or 
the citizens thereof. On the other 
hand a valuable area for future 
development and construction of 
homes will be lost and you may 
force the future expansion from 
Gettysburg. The resultant loss of 
Cumberland Twp. to the east of 
current and potential taxes will 
leave as the only alternative an 
increase in taxes paid by citizens 
of the township who continue to 
reside there. 
"Under the present ordinance 
our supervisors are placed in an 
unfair position as it can be ex­ 
pected they will continue to be 
requested to approve dumps in the 
township. To prevent these per­ 
sistent and continuous efforts to 
use our township as a dumping 
ground for near and distant com­ 
munities and to insure prospective 
home-builders that this problem 
will not arise in the future, it is 
suggested that the current ordi 
nance be amended to: (I) limit 
any new dumps which can be 
approved by the supervisors to 
refuse originating within the town­ 
ship, and (2) doubling the present 
penalty each 30 days if the nuis­ 
ance is not eliminated. It is also 
suggested that the supervisors an­ 
nounce. as a policy, that 
no 
change will he made in the new 
ordinance without publicity prior 
to such change. Criticism with­ 
out a workable solution is worth­ 
less. 
Gas-fired Incinerators 
"A problem exists both for us, 
the citizens of Gettysburg and 
those of other adjoining townships. 
A permanent solution should he 
sought. It is suggested that you, 
our representatives, coasult with 
other interested groups to investi­ 
gate the practicability of financ­ 
ing the construction of a natural 
gas-fired incinerator as a com­ 
munity project. Such an inciner­ 
ator could be leased to a con­ 
tractor or operated as desired. 
Paper and tin cans have a salvage 
value. Garbage bums to a crisp. 
From what I have been able to 
learn in a limited time, it would 
appear that the cost of interest 
and amortization of bonds for such 
an incerator could be met without 
appreciably increasing the cost 
to the local governments. If I 
am correctly informed as to the 
new rates to the taxpayers, an 
incinerator could be paid for in 
only one year and thereafter the 
cost 
to 
us 
be 
reduced. 
The 
Borough of Gettysburg o w t w what 
appears to be a .suitable site 
within a few hundred feet of a 
gas line. 
Such a forward step would 
preserve the beauty of Gettysburg 
and the surrounding country and 
encourage home building and ex­ 
pansion in our community.

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AUTO INDUSTRY 
REMOVES BI6 
STRIKE DOUBT

NEW YORK (AP) - With the 
auto industry assured of at least 
relative labor peace for three 
years one big worry has been re­ 
moved for business. The outlook 
for industry in general is much 
brighter today. An auto strike 
would have slammed the brakes 
on the recovery. 
Now steel can look forward to a 
good fourth quarter with certain­ 
ty. The auto industry will also be 
using large quantities of copper, 
lead, zinc, rubber, glass and tex­ 
tiles. 
This seems 
sure for weeks 
ahead. Consumer reaction to the 
new’ models will be the final de­ 
terminant. But until that is tested, 
the auto industry will be turning 
out new cars in quantity. 
Going Into Debt Again 
Another big worry for business 
is being allayed. The consumer is 
going into debt again. 
To business that means that 
consumer confidence is rising — 


that people feel certain enough 
about their future income to mort­ 
gage aome of It in advance to buy 
thing* they want now. 
Consumer credit has turned up 
after a six months drop and to­ 
tals 33»* billion dollars. If the new 
auto models catch on. this debt 
probably will take still another 
jump this fall. 
Americans also have been tak 
mg on home mortgage debt at a 
big clip, increasing this total by 
more than two billion dollars in 
the second quarter of the year, 
with no indication that the pace 
lias slackened since. 


Mere Hem* Building 
Construction spending also is on 
the rise. More tonne building has 
been a factor, but the increase in 
public construction has given the 
total its biggest upward push. 
Retail sales have held remark­ 
ably steady all through the reces­ 
sion. They dipped in areas hard­ 
est hit by unemployment and 
sloughed off generally in durable 
goods. But this was made up else 
where by increased .spending for 
food, for many other types of soft 
goods, and for a wide variety of 
services. 
Now the total is rising all along 
the line. Appliance people say the 
customers are coming back. Mer­ 
chants think the new feeling ol 
confidence augers well for a rec­ 
ord Chiistmas in most lines and

The others can neither read 
speak, nor pray as and when they 
please. And aliove all. the can’t 
go inquiring as citizens and tax­ 
payers—and as newsmen—into the 
affairs of their government. 
Which brings us around to the 
fact that even in the United States, 
where a knowing electorate is con 
sidered the lifeblood of democracy, 
there are a good many public of­ 
ficials—federal, state, local—who 
hold that public business should 
be conducted like a private mat­ 
ter. especially where newspapers 
are concerned. 
Small Group Fighting 
And it brings us to the further 
fact there is a small group, chiefly 
newspapermen, fighting to pre­ 
serve the peoples’ right to know on 
tile grounds that if they don’t 
know, democracy is headed for 
the graveyard. 
These men are members of or­ 
ganizations little known to the gen­ 
eral public, such as the Associated 
Press Managing Editors Assn., the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors, the American Newspaper 
Publishers Assn., and Sigma Delta 
Chi. a fraternity of professional 
news gatherers.

Through long experience, news 
pa per man have come to realize 
that when officials make it a prac­ 
tice to conduct public business in 
private, the door is open to event­ 
ual abuses. 
So this business of the public's 
right to know involves an almost 
constant struggle on many fronts 
Since World War II it often has 
appeared that advocates of censor 
ship,

and 
propaganda 
have been gaining 
Major Battle Wen 
This year the advocates of free­ 
dom of information won a major 
battle though the campaign is far 
from over. 
On Aug. 12 President Eisenhow­ 
er signed into law a bill aimed at 
eliminating needless government 
secrecy. It was a one-line amend­ 
ment to a 169-year-old law giving 
department heads the right to set 
up regulations concerning the use 
and storage of records. 
The original law had been twist­ 
ed to mean that access to the pub­ 
lic’s records could be denied mere­ 
ly by regulation. The amendment 
forbids this. Department heads in 
the government opposed the meas 
ure 
There is some indication of 


spreading alarm over suppression 
of information. The University of 
Missouri has established a Free- 
dom-of-Information Center to keep 
tabs on abridgement of the pub­ 
lic’s right to know. 
In Virginia tt»e General Assem­ 
bly passed a resolution urging all 
agencies of government to grant 
full access to information. 
Right-to-know bills are before 
the New Jersey Legislature’s Ju­ 
diciary Committee. California al­ 
ready has an open meeting law. 
Battles Go On 
The fight for open meetings lost 
in Michigan, South Carolina and 
Kentucky this year but editors 
have organized to keep up the 
battle. 
Editors have o r g a n i z e d in 
Maine. New Hampshire and West 
Virginia to fight for the public’s 
right to know. Nebraska and Mis 
souri are launcning surveys in se­ 
crecy preparatory to a drive for 
new laws. The Texas Legislature 
will get a right-to-know bill at its 
next session. 
Florida press groups have en­ 
dorsed an open meeting proposal. 
Nevada's editors are planning to 
seek right-to-know laws next year. 
South Dakota's editors are in the 
process of organizing.
